I wave been waiting with great anxiety the arrival 
of the Robult and Ta Hoche at this port, to enable me 
to make a return of the killed and wounded in the dif- 
ferent fhips under my orders upon the 12th of Odober 
jaft; but, as I underftand thofe thips may be till fur- 
ther detained by repairs at Lough Swilly, 1 fend the in- 
clofed, which it was-impoflible for me to obtain before 
the prefent moment, as the whole fquadron was fepa- 
rated in chace of the flying enemy, and have fucceflive- 
ly arrived at this port; it was impracticable, therefore, 
to communicate the particulars to their Lordthips foon- 
er, or to ftate the very gallant conduct of Captains 
‘Thornbrough and De Courcy, in the Robuft and Mag- 
nanime, who, from their pofition in the van on that day, 
were enabled to clofe with the enemy early in the ac- 
tion, and were zealoufly and bravely osatied by every 
other fhip of the fquadron, as well as by the intrepidity 
difplayed by the Anfon in the evening, in obeying my 
fignal to harafs the enemy,&& in beating off their frigates.

HOUSE OF LORDS—NOVEMBER 20. 

Tats day his Majefty came to the Houfe of Peers, 
and being in his Royal robes, feated on the throne with 
the ufual folemnity, Sir Francis Molyneux, Gentleman 
Usher of the Black Rod, was fent with a meflage from 
his Majefty to the Houfe of Commons, commanding 
their attendance in the Houfe of Peers. The Com- 
mons being come thither accordingly, his Majefty was 
pleafed to make the following moft gracious fpeech : 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The events which have taken place in the courfe of 
the prefent year, and the fignal fuccefs which, by the 
bleffing of Providence, has attended my arms, have, 
been productive of the happielt confequences, and have 
effentially ‘ promoted the profperity and glory of our 
country, 

The unexampled feries of our naval triumphs has re- 
ceived frefh {plendor from the memurable and decifive 
ation in which a detachment of my fleet, under, the 
command of Rear-Admiral Lord Nelfon, attackedand 
almoft totally deftroyed a fuperjor force of the entmy, 
{trengthened by every advantage of fimation: By this 
great and brilliant victory, an b ecprit, ot which the 
injuftice, perfidy, and extravagance, had fixed the’ at- 
tention of the world, and which was.p-culiatly direged 
againft fome of the moft valuable interefts of the Bri- 
tifh Empire, has, in the firft inftance, been turned to 
the confufion of its authors ; and the blow thus giten 
to the power and influence of France has afforded an 
opening which, if improved by fuitable exertions on the 
part of other powers, may lead to the general deliver- 
ance of Europe. 

The wifdom and magnanimity fo eminently difplay- 
ed at this conjucture by the Emperor of Ruflia, and the 
decifion and vigour of the Ottoman Porte, have fhewn: 
that thofe Powers are imprefiédiwith a juit fenfe of the 
prefent crifis ; and their example, joined to the difpofi- 
tion manifelted almoft univerfally in the different coun- 
tries {truggling under the yoke of France, muft be a 
powerful encouragement to other {tates to adopt that vi- 
gorous line of conduct, which: experience has proved 
to be alone confiftent with fecurity or honour. 

The extent of our preparations at home, and the de- 
monitrations of zeal and fpirit among all ranks of my 
fubjeéts, have deterred the enemy from attempting to 
execute their vain threat of invading the coalts of this 
kingdom. 

In Ireland, the rebellion which they had inftigated 
has been curbed and repreffed; the troops which they 
janded for its fupport have been compelled to furrender ; 
and the armaments fince deftined for the fame purpofe 
have, by the vigilance and activity of my fquadrons, 
been captured or difperfed. “The views and principles 
of thofe who, in concert with our inveterate enemy, 
have long planned the fubverfion of pur conttitution, 
have been fuily dete&ted and expofed, and their treafons 
made manifeft to the world... ’Thofe whom they had 
mifled or feduced mult now be awakened to their duty, 
and a jult fenfe of the miferies and horrors which thefe 
traitorous defigns have produced, mutt imprefs on the 
minds of all my faithful fubjects the neceflity of con- 
tinuing to repel with firmnefs every attack on the laws 
and eftablifhed Government of their country. 

Gentlemen of the Houj> of Commons, 

Under the unavoidable preflure of protracted war, it 
is a great fatisfaction to me to obferve, that the produce 
of the public revenue has proved fully adequate to the 
encreafe of our permanent expenditure ; that the nation. 
al credit has been maintained and improved; and that 
the commerce and induftry of my fubjeéts have conti- 
nued to fourith in a degree hitherto unknown. 

The fituation in which we are placed, unhappily, 
renders the continuance of heavy expences indifpenfable 
for the public fafety. But the ftate of our refources, 
and the good fenfe and public fpirit which prevail thro’ 





every part of my kingdom, will, I truft, ¢nable you to

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I rely with confidence on the continuance of your ex- 
ertions to enable me ultimately to conduct the great 
conteft in which we are engaged toa fate and honour- 
able conclufion. 

We have furmounted many and great difficulties. Our 
perfeverance in a juit caufe has been rewarded with di- 
{tinguished fuccefs ; and our prefent fituation, compared 
with that of other countries, fufficiently proves how 
much, in a period of general danger and calamity, the 
fecurity and happinefs of the Britith nation have depend- 
ed (under the blefling of Providence) on its own con" 
{tancy, its energy, and its virtue. 


After the King retired, the following noblemen were 
introduced, and took their feats, viz—The Earl of 
Courtoun, of the kingdom of Ireland, by the title of 
Lord Saltersford, and the Lords Bagot and Hobart by 
the fame titles. 

The ufual preliminary bufinefs being next adjufted, 
and the {peech read from the Woolfack, 

Lord Dagntey, in a neat and modeft exordium, 
faid, it fell to his lot to have the honour of moving an 
addrefs to his Majeity for his moft gracious fpeech ;— 
arduous as the undertaking appeared, it was a circum- 
{tance of pride and fatisfaction to him, and to the coun- 
try, that the fubjeét matter of that fpeech {poke fo a- 
bundantly for itfelf, and reduced thofe difficulties, which 
otherwife might attend the mover of an addrefs fo much, 
that little was left for him to advance, and ftill lefs to 
dwell upon. The crifis, howevet; was the greateft in 
the hiftory of this country, and the topics of this graci- 
ous communication the moft interefling that ever en- 
gaged the confideration of that Houfe ; he could not 
therefore abruptly proceed to the meafure of moving 
mitting them without adding fome obfervarions, and fub- 
an Addrefs to the reflection of that Houfe and the pu- 
blic. 

The glorious events which haye fo recently occured, 
and which filled all Europe with furprize and fatisfac- 
tion, excited a new diverfion againit the common fpoil- 
ers of all civilized Governments, and the tide of opi- 
nion had now taken anew turn. It muft be readily 
underftood that he alluded to the fplendid atchievements 
of Lord Nelfon, and the gallant officers and men un- 
der his command ; the refult of which has been a de- 
ftruction of a formidable armament of the enemy, an 
acceffion of naval {trength to this country, a difappoint- 
ment of hoftile views, a derangement of holtile fyitems, 
an univerfal contempt of French enterprize, and addition- 
al triumphs to Great Britain. But great as thefe were, 
they became but fecondary circumftances compared 
with otherthings. That victory has opened the hood-, 
winked eyes of the torpid world, and at length, befides 
forcing them to fee their national interefts, fhews them 
alfo the manner of efpoufing and maintaining them. Ik 
perfuades them to a general confidency againft the com- 
mon enemy, and inftruéts them, that by union and per- 
feverance they muft fucceed, notwithftanding the vain 
boalting of ** The Great Nation.” 

It made Ruffia unite with the Ottoman Porte, and 
it has roufed Naples and Au(tria to their fupport; it 
produced fymptoms of a like tendency in the northern 
powers, and little doubt could be entertained but, with 


‘Great Britain at their head, the haughty foe, if not 


crufhed, would be limited within thofe bounds that the 
tranquillity of the world required. 

That Great Britain would be equal to the grand de- 
fign of reftoring general peace, he felt himfelf bound to 
believe ; her refources were infinite, her commerce 
flourifhing beyond former example ; and, above all, the 
— and energy of her people, if poflible, exceeding 

th. 


His Lordfhip having next adverted to the recent ca- 
lamitous {tate of Ireland, when rebellion raged, when 
invafion threatened to difmember it from this country, 
compared thefe with its prefent fituation; he fhewed 
tranquillity was reftored, {edition overwhelmed, and the 
rath enterprize of an invading enemy fruftrated. From 
thefe it would appear, that as all defigns upon that coun- 
try, by foreign or domeftic foes, were cruthed, and that 
the Empire was more confolidated than at any other 
epoch, and the more we were capable of maintaining 
with vigour the warfare wherein we were engaged. 

Here his Lordfhip, after making a few remarks upon 
our financial fituation, and apologifing for having occu- 
pied the houfe fo long, moved the addrefs to his Ma- 
jelty, which, as he obferved, although a trite term, could 
not be delivered in more glorious words than in thofe 
of being “ An Echo of the Speech.”—Which being 
read, was feconded by 

Lord Craven, who, having adverted to the late 
great and fingular vidtories, attributed the rifing fpirit 
that prevailed againft France. to the effe& which they 
have had upon the mind of every perfon in Europe who 
reflected on them; and he remarked, that the advanta- 
ges, in a commercial point of view, were hardly yet 
taken into confideration ; advantages which were equally 
humiliating to the pride, and deftructive to the com- 
merce of France, as they contributed to the aggrandize- 
ment and honour of this nation. 

Our prowefs at fea, it was very true, almoft exclu- 
fively gave us the commerce of the world; there was 
one quarter only prohibited, that was the Levant trade: 
but mark the fruits of Lord Nelfon’s victory. That 
trade is alfo become ours in the refult, and French 
commerce has not where to hide its diminithed head. 

The Marquis of Lanspown obferved, that there 
was not a Noble Lord in that Houfe, or any man elfe- 
where, felt or acknowledged more i

rate and dangerous career of am enemy, whcfe pro- 
grefs they mult uniformly have regarded with filent 
horror, and fecret apprehenfion. 

‘To maintain the proud pre-emisence we acquired ; 
to earry to a conclufion thofe objects fo effential to the 
welfare of Europe, fome facrifices may be required on 
our part—but they are facrifices of which, while we 
feel the preffure, we cannot but admit the neceflity and 
the demand. The inconveniencies. we have hitherto 
fuftained, are, by no means, commenfurate with the 
extent of the interefts we have at iffue 3 and it muft af- 
ford infinite fatisfation to every one, to fee, that even 
in the remoteft corners of the Empire, the public fpirit 
has rifen in proportion to the magnitude of the public 
exigency. : 

* The hopes that have been founded on. the failure 
of our refources have proved a treacherous fabric, over- 
whelming our malignant enemy with difgrace and: dif- 
appiontment. Unparalleled as our excertal fucceffes 
have been, they derive additional luftre from the in- 
creafing {plendor of our internal opulence. ‘The meafures 
that have lately been adopted by Government for the 
fupport of our finances, aided and aflilied by the vo- 
luntary exertions of individuals, have had the moft fa- 
vourable iffue, and baffle and fet at defiance the vain 
fpeculations of our inveterate foe. 

“ The particular meafure adverted to, for the re- 
demption of the Land ‘Tax, my own individual fituation, 
my connection and intercourfe with the country, en- 
ables me to fay, that no meafure was ever more general- 
ly popular, or was more univerfally adopted by the 
Landed Intereft of all defcriptions. 

“ Under circumftances fo profperous and encoura- 
ging, our fleets and armies triumphant, our revenue 
flourishing, and public credit daily gaining ground, we 
have little to apprehend from the efforts of an exhautt- 
ed enemy ; but, we mu(t not therefore relax from the 
exertions, or abate the efforts that have placed this 
country in the commanding fituation fhe poffeffes. ‘The 
ultimate object of the prefent conteit cannot be accom- 
plithed, but by a fteady perfeverance ; and, in propor- 
tion as we look forward with anxiety and impatience to 
the termination of the war, fo in proportion ought our 
prefent exertions to be animated, our prefent efforts re- 
doubled, to reduce to the level of moderation and jultice 
the enormous views and gigantic projeéts of our ambi- 
tious enemys 

“« From the mutilated and almoft annihilated flate of 
the French marine, many years mutt elapfe before they 
can again become formidable to this country. By vi- 
gour, exertion, and perfeverance, therefore, at the pre- 
fent moment, we are not only prepafing a permanent 
and fubftantial treaty for ourfelves, but Jaying the foun- 
dation of peace, profperity, and happinels, to a genera- 
tion yet to come. 

«All Europe looks up to this coantry—the old and 
new world expect every thing from the vigour and firm- 
nefs of our councils. I truit we fhall not difappoint 
their expectations—that we fhall unite with one heart 
and with one hand effectually to check the violence, and 
to humble the pride of our vain-glorious adverfary 5 
and, by the vigour, the activity, and unanimity of our 
exertions, we fhall prove that, however individuals may 
differ on fpeculative points, his Majefty may repofe the 
utmoft confidence in the zeal, the activity, the perfeve- 
rance, and the determined refolution ot his faithful 
Commons.” : 

Sir Joun Sincvair declared, that he agreed in 
many points with the Noble Lord who moved ‘and the 
Hon. Gentleman who feconded the addrefs ; but at the 
fame time he muft add, that there were many impor- 
tant tranfactions fince they laft met, which ought not 
to jbe pafied over in filence.

From Raftadt we learn, that on the 4th inftant two 
frefh notes had been that dry agreed upon by the depu 
tation of the empire, one of which related immediately 
to Ehrenbreitftein, and the othér had reference to the 
fubjeét of a general peace of the.empire, on which the 
deputation did not chufe farther to commit themfelves, 
without confalting fome of the higher powers particular- 
ly implitated, ‘This declaration is faid to have given 
great umbrage to the French: deputies, who are fup- 
‘pofed to have received from Paris a final anfwer to all 
future propofitions, generally rejecting them, as only 
calculated to procraftinate the negociation which it is 
now apprehended will fpeedily break-off altogether. - 

All the inferior deputies at Raftadt have voted againft

ry tovdifferent parties, and that the prefent detail, mu-

| ever forget the couplet of Ferdanii, for which Sadi, 
who cites it with applaufe, pours bleflings on his de- 
parted {pirit— 

*  ® Ah spare yon emmet, rich in hoarded grain, 

« He lives with pleasure—but he dies with pain ! } 

This may be only aconfellion of weaknefs, and it cet- 
tainly is not meant as a boalt of peculiar fenfibility ; but 
whatever name may be given to my opinion, it has fuch 
an effect on my condust, that I never would fuffer the 
cocila, whofe wild, natiye wood-notes announce the ap- 
proach of fpring, to be caught in my garden for the
